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Poster vandalism rampant in SU election

The Student’s Union election 
battle is reaching a whole new level 
on the poster playing field. 

Chief Returning Officer (CRO) 
Alex Ragan estimated that about 
4500 SU election candidate posters 
have been defaced or torn down 
this year. 

"The problem is extremely seri- 
ous, and much more so than past 
years,” says Ragan, the chief 
official in SU elections. So far, 
approximately fifteen per cent of 
each candidate's posters have been 
stolen, moved, ripped, or drawn 
on. 

“There's no candidate who’s not 
having this problem right now, 
but it’s more serious for some of 
them.” 

In particular, candidate Mat 
Brechtel’s campaign has been most 
affected by the vandalism, with 
as many as 70 per cent of his post- 
ers damaged after the first days of 
campaigning. 

“I've been finding posters in gar- 
bage cans in the past few days,” 
says Brechtel. “I don’t know how 
much difference it'll make, but I’m 
worried that in the end it'll come 
back and bite me. I'm trying to be 
positive.” 

Three banners also disappeared 
from CAB on 28 February, from can- 
didates Alexis Pepin and Christine 
Rogerson as well as an SU banner 
promoting the elections. 

“Posters and banners aren't 
everything—the most important 
part of any campaign is getting out 
there and meeting people,” says 
Rogerson. “But it’s disheartening 
when you go home late one night 


and the banner’s okay, and you 
come back the next day and it’s 
gone, completely gone.” 

Ragan says that the vandals are 
damaging the integrity of the elec- 
toral process. “Election rules are 
set up to create an equal and fair 
playing ground for everyone. By 
vandalizing, people are violating 
that principle.”

Section 72 of SU Bylaw 2100 
states, “No individual may remove, 
deface, damage or destroy cam- 
paign material without the autho- 
rization of the CRO or the DRO’s.” 

“We wouldn't be so concerned 
about a few comments written on 
posters here and there, as that’s 
almost expected. But the volume 
and severity of damage this year is 
too much,” says Ragan. If vandals 
are found to be associated with a 
campaign, that campaign will be 
automatically disqualified. If not, 
they may be penalized under the 
Student Code of Conduct. 

Posters for the Tom Selleck cam- 
paign were also torn down by 
the vandals. Aaron Levin, spokes- 
person for the Tom Selleck joke 
campaign, attributes the poster 
vandalism to “dirty campaigning, 
stalkers and mustache envy." 

“I think it’s safe to say that a lot 
of the tearing down of posters is 


very partisan,” says Ragan. “The 
elections office has done a tremen- 
dous amount to try to stop this, and 
we find it very disappointing that 
some students find it necessary 
to subvert the electoral process 
instead of participating construc- 
tively in it. There are far more 
productive ways to support a can- 
didate.” 

Inresponse to the damage, Ragan 
allowed Brechtel’s campaign to 
produce 250 more posters to post 
on campus. But student Andy 
Grabia appealed the CRO’s deci- 
sion, claiming that the CRO was 
acting outside his powers, and stat- 
ing that the action would violate 
Section 79 of Bylaw 2400, which for- 
bids campaigns to exceed budget 
restrictions. 

However, on 2 March, the 
Discipline, Interpretation and 
Enforcement Board (DIE Board) 
upheld the CRO’s decision to allow 
Brechtel to produce the posters. 

In its written ruling, DIE Board 
states: “On the balance of probabil- 
ities, it is likely that Mr Brechtel's 
posters were removed in a mali- 
cious manner. DIE Board feels that 
the spirit of Bylaw 2100 is to allow 
candidates to compete in elections 
in as fair a manner as possible. 
The Bylaw should be given as wide 
an interpretation as possible with 
this matter in mind.” 

In a similar situation in 1997, 
joke candidate Space Moose lost 
90 per cent of his 250 posters 
on campus. As fans stole posters 
faster than they could be put up, 
the CRO raised the Space Moose 
campaign budget to allow the print- 
ing of 400 extra posters. Although 
campaigners used extra tape and 
tore posters to reduce collector 
value, posters still disappeared.

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Candidate 
disqualified 
from race

An article in the Edmonton Sun 
has disqualified VP student Life 
candidate Kelly Shinkaruk from 
the upcoming SU elections. 

On 2 March, the Sun published 
an article about Shinkaruk’s cam- 
paign posters, which featured 
Shinkaruk posing nude. But 
Shinkaruk’s participation in the 
article violated an SU bylaw stating 
candidates cannot speak to exter- 
nal media without the permission 
of the SU Elections Office. 

Shinkaruk said she spoke to the 
newspaper to make the motive 
behind the poster clear. 

"I've been attacked by several 
people for ‘having no morals.’ I've 
had emails sent to me saying ‘Wow, 
look, another whore.’ So I figured 
that rather than letting the Sun 
write drivel on it and make me look 
like just another naked girl on a 
poster, I should talk to them.” 

But since Shinkaruk did not 
ask for approval of the interview 
through the Elections Office, Chief 
Returning Officer (CRO) Alex Ragan 
ruled to disqualify Shinkaruk from 
the election. 

The bylaw, said Ragan, was in 
place to ensure an equal playing 
field for candidates. 

“If external media wants to come 
in, [the bylaw ensures that] some- 
body doesn’t go out there and 
just monopolize to the exclusion of 
other candidates—that other can- 
didates at least have the opportu- 
nity to approach the media, and 
the media has the knowledge of 
who the other candidates are,” said 
Ragan. 

“The main issue for us was really 
the even playing field,” he added. 

The article also quoted 
Shinkaruk as saying that she knew 
she ran the risk of disqualification 
by speaking with them, a point 
Ragan said had a great influence 
on his decision. 

"Kelly admitted as much as 
knowing that what she was doing 
was against the bylaws. Did she 
cite any reasonable cause for doing 
so? No. So she knew there was a 
rule in place. She knew she was 
transgressing it, and in the article 
states she knew she could be dis- 
qualified for it. That sort of thing 
is a total slap in the face for the 
system. That's the kind of circum- 
stance where penalties need to be 
enforced in a very harsh manner 
to meet that type of challenge.” 

Shinkaruk is currently appeal- 
ing the decision of the CRO to 
the Discipline, Interpretation and 
Enforcement Board (DIE Board), 
hoping to keep herself in the elec- 
tion. If disqualified, Shinkaruk will 
forfeit her $50 deposit and may be 
asked to pay back part of the $600 
allocated for her campaign budget 
by the SU.

Students’ Union candidates are 
coming up broke on their knowl- 
edge of student loan issues. 

A ten-question quiz developed 
by the Student Financial Aid and 
Information Centre (SFAIC) was 
given to candidates for President 
and Vice-President (External) to 
test their knowledge of student 
loans. The purpose of the quiz was 
to test what the candidates actu- 
ally know about the student loan 
process. 

Although most candidates for 
President and _ Vice-President 
(External) include various student 
loan reform proposals in their plat- 
forms, many came up short when 
answering the quiz. 

While some candidates have 
promised increases in living allow- 
ance funding as part of their 
platforms, none proposing these 
changes were aware of how much 
funding an undergraduate receives 
for his or her living allowance. 

Of all eight Presidential and 
VP External candidates, only one 
received a passing grade on this 
quiz. 

SFAIC estimates that at some 
point in their University career, 
40 per cent of Alberta students 
will receive financial assistance in 
the form of Alberta and Canada 
student loans. At the University 
of Alberta alone, in the 2000-2004 
school year, it is estimated that 10 
500 U of A students received stu- 
dent loans. 

The candidates’ answers to the 
questions can be found below. 
Questions and answers were pro- 
vided by staff at SFAIC. 


Do you currently have student 
loans? 
Candidates were given a point if 
they had received student funding 
for their education. 


Hudema: Yes, | do. (4 pt) 

Slomp: No. I received a loan in 
my first year, but haven't had one 
since. (4 pt) 

The remainder of candidates 
do not currently have, nor have 
ever received, student loan fund- 


ing. (0 pts) 


What is the current yearly 
maximum student funding 
available to a single undergrad- 
uate student living away from 
home? 
Answer: $10 700. No half points 
were awarded. 


Hudema: $8000-$40 000. (0 pt) 
Jones: $7500-$8000. (0 pt) 
Sharun: For a whole year it's $10 
700. (4 pt) 

Slomp: I'm guessing here, but I 
think it’s $5500. (0 pt) 

Agur: I believe it’s $40 700. (4 pt) 
Jenkins: Around $8000 (0 pt) 
Sharma: [| think it’s something 
like $6500. (0 pt) 

Tsang: $8000-$40 000. (0 pt) 


What’s the monthly maximum 
living allowance for that same 
student? 
Answer: $715. No half points were 
awarded. 


Hudema: I think it's $720. (4 pt) 
Jones: For a single student, it's 
$335. (0 pt) 

Sharun: Whatever $10 700 divided 
by eight months is. (0 pt) 

Slomp: $200. (0 pt) 

Agur: $350-$400. (0 pt) 


Jenkins: $455. (0 pt) 

Sharma: (working out some 
math): About $500 a month. (0 pt) 
Tsang: $300. (Opt) 


What is the lifetime maximum 
student funding available for 
an undergraduate? 
Answer: $40 000. No half points 
were awarded. 


Hudema: $20 000. (0 pt) 
Jones: $20 000. (0 pt) 
Sharun: $50 000. (0 pt) 
Slomp: $60 000. (0 pt) 
Agur: $50 000. (0 pt) 
Jenkins: $25 000. (0 pt) 
Sharma: $25 000. (0 pt) 
Tsang: $20 000. (0 pt) 


What are the names of the two 
government agents responsi- 
ble for the lending of student 
loans? 
Answer: National Student Loan 
Service Centre (Canada Loans), and 
EDULINX (Alberta loans). 


Hudema: The Post Office, and 
your University Institution. (0 pt) 
Jones: | don’t know. (0 pt) 
Sharun: I would guess the 
Minister of Learning and the 
Minister of Finance. (0 pt) 

Slomp: The Royal Bank. (0 pt) 
Agur: That would be Canada 
Student Loans and Alberta Student 
Loans. (0 pt) 

None of the other Presidential or 
VP External candidates were able 
to provide an answer. (0 pt) 


What is a Millennium Bursary? 

How do you apply for it? 
Answer: A Millennium Bursary is 
a payment made to minimize a 
student’s outstanding student loan 
debt. A student is assessed for a 
Millennium Bursary through their 
student loan application. 
Half points were given for describing 
that general concept. Half-points 
were also awarded for referring 
to the Millennium Excellence 
Scholarship, which many of the 
candidates unknowingly described 
when referring to the Bursary. The 
Scholarship is awarded to first-year 
students based on academic suc- 
cess, and leadership ability. 


Hudema: I believe it's a bursary 
you can get if you have over $20 
000 in student loans. You get the 
application upstairs at SFAIC. (0 
pt) 

Jones: It's a government bursary 
set up to supplement student loans. 
(1 pt) 

Sharun: It's an extra bursary you 
can get. You get the application 
at the Student Financial Aid and 
Information Centre. (0.5 pt) 
Slomp: It's some federal govern- 
ment and student loan project. (0.5 
pt) 

Agur: It's a federal student loan 
project for students who can dem- 
onstrate financial need. You get the 
application at the Student Financial 
Aid and Information Centre. (4 pt) 
Jenkins: It's a scholarship for 
$2000 you can get for demonstrat- 
ing leadership ability and financial 
need. You can apply on-line and 
you need two references. (0.5 pt) 
Sharma: It's a scholarship based 
on academic success. You can 
apply on-line. (0.5 pt) 

Tsang: It has something to do 
with the number of months you're 
in school. (0 pt) 


How do you cash your loan 
certificates once you receive 
them? 


Answer: Once you receive your loan 
papers, you get them signed by the 
Fee’s Office on the third floor of 
the Administration Building. From 
there, you take your forms includ- 
ing your Social Insurance Card and 
a blank check to a participating 
Canada Post outlet. 

Half points were awarded for having 
a general knowledge of the process, 
but mixing up the steps or not know- 
ing the exact specific offices to take 
your forms to. 


Hudema: You get them signed at 
the U of A, then take them to the 
post office. (4 pt) 

Jones: You take it to one of your 
bank's processing centres. (0 pt) 
Sharun: You have to go to the gov- 
ernment to get that money. (0 pt) 
Slomp: They are signed by the 
University, then taken to the bank. 
(0.5 pt) 

Agur: I believe you go to the bank 
and get it done. (0 pt) 

Jenkins: You go downstairs to the 
post office, then to the University. 
(0.5 pt) 

Sharma: You go to a university 
office to get something verified, 
then it gets deposited into your 
checking account. (0.5 pt) 

Tsang: You take the forms to the 
Administration Building, then to 
your banking institution. (0 pt) 


If a student works for four 

months before going to school, 
what is the minimum they are 
expected to contribute to their 
own education? 
Answer: For four months, a student 
must save at least $1350. No half 
points. 


Hudema: $1350. (4 pt) 

Jones: | don't know. (0 pt) 
Sharun: $2500. (0 pt) 

Slomp: $3000. (0 pt) 

Agur: $2000. (0 pt) 

Jenkins: $250 per month. (0 pt) 
Sharma: $4000. (0 pt) 

Tsang: $5000. (0 pt) 


What is Alberta Loan Relief? 

Answer: Loan Relief is a govern- 
ment program that limits student 
debt to $5000 in their first and 
fourth years of post-secondary edu- 
cation. Candidates were awarded 
half points for being able to describe 


remission, the program which pre- 


dated Loan Relief, in which a stu- 
dent who completed a four year 
degree with debt exceeding $20 000 
had a certain percentage forgiven. 


Hudema: Student loans over $20 
000 for a four year degree are 
reduced to $20 000. (0.5 pt) 
Jones: If you receive more than 
$20 000 over four years, they for- 
give a part of your loan. (0.5 pt) 
Sharun: I don't know. (0 pt) 
Slomp: I don’t know. (0 pt) 

Agur: Students who demonstrate 
they can't pay back their loans can 
qualify for a percentage off of their 
loan. (0 pt) 

Jenkins: Once you graduate, you 
get a certain percentage of your 
loans.

Sharma: After four years of 
schooling, any funding you receive 
above $20 000 is taken off your 
loans. (0.5 pt) 

Tsang: It's a program where if 
you have over $20 000 in loans, the 
amount gets reduced to $20 000.

1 What is Interest Relief? 
Answer: Interest Relief is a 
program in which the federal and 
provincial governments will make 
the interest payments on your loan 
for periods of six months at a time. 
During this time, students do not 
have to make any payments on the 
interest or principal. 
Half points were awarded for making 
some reference to some of the gen- 
eral concepts, such as not having to 
make payments for periods of six 
months. 


Hudema: Something you can seek 
if you have problems paying back 
your loans. You can get it for 3 
years or something like that. (0.5

Jones: It's a program where you 
don't have to pay interest on your 
loan. (4 pt) 

Sharun: Both are granted by the 
government if you're short on a 
couple of payments. (0.5 pt) 
Slomp: It has something to do 
with paying zero per cent interest 
on your loans if you have problems. 
(0 pt) 

Agur: Students can get relief on 
interest before having to pay back 
their loans. (0 pt) 

Jenkins: It's a certain percentage 
off the interest depending on how 
long a student spends in school. (0 
pt) 

Sharma: It's a program that lets 
interest rates slide for students. (0 
pt) 

Tsang: It’s an organization that 
helps you with your student loans.

BoG candidates race head to head |

Taking student voices to the top 
level of the university is the job 
of the Board of Governors (BoG) 
representative. Out of 20 Board 
members, only two are student 
positions. One seat goes to the 
President of the SU, the other goes 
to the elected representative. 

This year, two candidates are 
going head to head for the chance 
to share student views at the 
last stage of University approval. 
Current BoG rep Chris Burrows 
also ran against one other candi- 
date last year. 

Third-year Law student Mike 
Reid and fourth-year Political 
Science student Lorenzo Fiorito 
are this year’s candidates for the 
position of BoG rep. 


What is the purpose of your 

position? Why should students 
care about voting for a represen- 
tative for the BoG? 
Reid: The 
Board of 
Governors is 
highest level of 
governance for 
this univer- 
sity. Anything 
that comes up 
through the 


“= 


legislative arms of the University 
ultimately needs to be approved by 
the Board. The decisions that the 
board makes are final, and they're 
important ones—they run the uni- 
versity. 


Fiorito: The purpose of this posi- 
tion is to ensure student interests 
are represented on the Board of 
Governors. The decisions the BoG 
makes have a huge effect on student 
life, from tuition fees to residence 
fees. It’s especially important now 
that we have an effective student 


voice which will stand up for stu- 
dent concerns rather than just let- 
ting us get walked over. 


What will you he doing to 

improve your connection and 
communication with the students 
that you will be representing? 


Reid: For board meetings, we get 
agendas in advance, so going into 
the meeting you know what will be 
discussed. 

I plan to look at the agenda and 
see which student groups and fac- 
ulties will be affected by these 
decisions. I'll meet with these stu- 
dent groups and faculties and say, 
"How do you feel about this? Tell 
me what the issues are.” I can 
go there as an agent of the stu- 
dents and make decisions on their 
behalf. 

I want to increase the Gripe 
Table frequency and I want a place 
on the web where students can go, 
making it convenient and efficient 
for students to connect with us. 


Fiorito: I've actually made it a 
part of my platform to submit 
myself to direct democracy. I will 
be holding public forums where 
students, faculty and members of 
the outlying community will be 
invited. Whatever is decided by 
that meeting is the vote that I will 
take. The reason I am expanding it 
beyond students because the U of 
Ais the second largest employer in 
Edmonton. Everyone in this com- 
munity is affected by the deci- 
sions that the Board of Governors 
makes. 


With only two undergrad reps 

on the BoG, what will you be 
doing to bring concerns, ideas 
and thoughts of the students to 
BoG meetings? 


Reid: Out of 20 BoG reps, two are 
students, and there's also repre- 
sentation from the non-academic 


staff association, the academic - 
staff association, and the chancel- | 
lor John Ferguson. I have a hard | 


time believing any of those people 
are anti-student. 
Certainly there are business 


leaders on the board, but you have | _ 


to talk to them in a language they 


will understand. You have to paint | _

them a picture, do your research, 
and say that, “This decision from 
your perspective is going to do A, B 
and C. From our perspective, here 
is how we see that playing out." It's 
the student's job to go in there and 
provide a fresh perspective. 


Fiorito: I 
have no illu- 
sions about 
the fact that 
we will be out- 
voted if our 
concerns are 
in opposition 
‘ to the interests 
of corporate members of the BoG. 
However, I'll be a direct conduit for 
people who are willing to stand up 
for student rights. I don’t believe 
that asking for small, achievable 
goals like a two per cent tuition 
cap, has gotten us anywhere. We 
need to make it inconvenient for 
them to make decisions that are 
against student interests. 


What would your campaign 
theme song be and why? 


Reid: Theme from Shaft. Why? 
Because it’ sounds like it’s ready to 
fight. And it says, “Hey, I'm enter- 
ing the room. I've got something 
going on. Pay attention to me, I've 
got something to say, and I'm going 
to get some results.” 


Fiorito: [t would have to be “The 
Revolution Will Not Be Televised” 
by Gil Scott-Heron, and the reason 
for that is there is a great line that 
goes, “The revolution will not go 
better with Coke.” 


Freedom of speech issues arise from ruling

Shinkaruk also said the ruling 
has raised issues about freedom 
of speech on campus. “It is such 
an archaic bylaw. Obviously, they 
have to realize that in this world 
of campaigning we might have to 
go to external media to get the 
attention of the voters. I don’t know 
why we should be limited in that 
[capacity].” 

"I think any media attention is 
going to make people think. I've 
gotten a lot of letters of support. 


The article was put on the Sun's 
website, so I've had emails from the 
University of Maryland, Arizona 
State University, Concordia in 
Montreal. I even got a letter from 
a human rights lawyer in England 
saying that he’s standing behind 
me and he thinks that I should take 
this all the way to the Canadian 
Civil Rights Board if need be.” 

But Ragan disagreed with 
Shinkaruk’s notions that the bylaw 
encroached on the candidates’ 
freedom of expression. 


"Kelly's free speech defense is 
an ad-hoc excuse. Until the Sun 
suggested it to her, she never even 
mentioned that once, so I am gen- 
uinely skeptical about that, and 
quite frankly I think it’s a pretense 
to continue the activities she’s been 
going on with.” 

Regardless of DIE Board's deci- 
sion, Shinkaruk’s name remains 
on the ballot. Voters will be asked 
to ignore her name on the Student 
Life slate, as votes for her will be 
considered spoiled.

concerns, 
moving directly on those concerns, 
and then being accountable at the 
end of the day. 

Kotovych: To bring some new 
ideas into the portfolio. The position 
has stagnated. You see a lot of the 
same issues coming up year after 
year. We need some new ideas. 


Brechtel: To become VP 


(Academic). I would also like to 
increase voter turnout. If I am 
elected, I would like to feel I am 
justified in being in the position. 


Dosing an issue from your plat- 
form, how do you think you 
will effectively lobby administra- 
tion for your demands? 
Hildebrandt: I would like to 
create workshops on issues for stu- 
dents throughout the entire year. 
As a result, students will be able 
to volunteer on relevant standing 
committees and they will be given 
the mandate of the VP (Academic). 
Rather than one person having a 
monopoly on the power of the port- 
folio, it will be distributed to a 
greater degree. 

Pepin: A major focus for me will 
be to extend and expand midterm 
teaching evaluations. I was in the 
Political Science department this 
year and the pilot project was 
great. If you have an academic 
concern, you need to voice that 
to the administration and depart- 
ments before your final grades are 
submitted. 

I would use the council faculty 
association and definitely 
strengthen their communication 
role to get that to the students. It is 
all about capitalizing information 
and working with different facul- 
ties to achieve common goals. 
Kotovych: I am going to focus on 
the intersession idea. For midterm 
teaching evaluations the reason 
they worked was through input 
from the Association of Academic 
Staff. If you open up communica- 
tion lines you can push forward 
with things like intersession and 


focus on course packs—not neces- 
sarily by just saying this is what 
we want but by saying these are 
the benefits of what is going to 
happen 


Brechtel: 
Having a list 
of professors 
available to all 
students in all 
faculties. At 
the Arts 
departments 
and at the 
Faculté students are provided with 
a list of professors if they come in 
and ask. 

But a lot of Science and 
Engineering course lists are kept 
very hush-hush. You ask them to 
publish that information, that’s the 
first step. Once you have the per- 
mission of the faculties the rest 
would be a formality. You would 
then take it to the General Faculties 
Council, which deals with aca- 
demic policy, and a rule could be 
instituted that says faculties are to 
provide students with a list of pro- 
fessors that are teaching specific 
courses for the next semester. 


3” you think professors 
should be held more account- 
able to students for their teaching 
methods and class successes/ 
failures? If yes, how would you do 
this? 

Hildebrandt: Professors should 
be held accountable to their suc- 
cesses and their failures. What has 
currently been done is teaching 
awards and that does give some 
promise to initiative. But what I 
would like to see expanded is 


the midterm teaching evaluations. 
Professors have a chance to go over 
these evaluations at the midpoint 
and internalize these comments 
and adjust their class accordingly. 
This will encourage the professors 
to be more student-friendly, rather 
than more research-focused. 
Pepin: That would go back largely 
to midterm teaching evaluations. I 
also want to add a stronger stu- 
dent voice by putting students on 
academic hiring committees. With 
the teaching evaluations you are 
getting the input from the ground- 
level up. If you also have a student 
on the hiring committee then you 
are getting it from the top down. 
Kotovych: I 


think they 
should be. The 
whole thing 


about course- 
packs is a way 
tomake profes- 
sors account- 
able. When 
you only focus on the cost of text- 
books instead of looking at what 
you are using them for that’s not 
really the right approach. 

By trying to push for course- 
packs you are making the profes- 
sor accountable for the materials 
assigned to students. As for teach- 
ing quality, the actual professor 
evaluations are supposed to have 
a greater component on teaching. 
Talking to departments with con- 
crete examples of student concern 
is always good. 

Brechtel: Yes. There should 
serious attention paid to these 
people during the hiring process. 
At the Faculté they held an exper- 


iment where two professors gave 
20-minute lectures and people 
were asked to respond to which lec- 
ture was more effective and why. 
These types of exercises could be 
applied to the hiring process. If 
professors could be held responsi- 
ble to how they teach, from when 
they are hired and even during 
promotions, there should be a seri- 
ous focus on performance. 


Ar you could employ anyone 
from any place at any time 
in the past, present or future to 
work for the SU, who would it 
he?

Brechtel: Bono, because every 
piece of work from U2 is indicative 
of the time it was produced. Every 
time U2 puts out an album it sounds 
new and remains socially aware. 
Being aware and able to reinvent 
yourself are admirable qualities, 
and I think both are necessary for 
working in the SU.

This year’s External candidates 
include Sam Jenkins, Alan Tsang, 
and Anand Sharma. Currently, 
Kory Zwack occupies this posi- 
tion. 


What is your goal in this 
election?

Jenkins: 
Even if I don't 
get elected, I 
would like to 
see more rep- 
resentation of 
the student 
voice with the 
Executive, 
because they really haven't been 
listening. A lot of people just don’t 
know what the SU does. They 
know that they run SUB and the 
Powerplant but they don’t know 
essential services, what they do 
and what they are for. Until six 
months ago even I wasn’t really 
sure what External did. I didn't 
realize the extent of lobbying and 
what the VP represents in the com- 
munity and on provincial and fed- 
eral levels. 

What I would like to see come 
out of the election is a realization 
of the importance of the student 
voice. 


Tsang: To show students that 
there are new ways of doing things. 
Not just using standard lobbying 
techniques but employing other 
alternatives. I want to really sat- 
isfy the needs of students and that 
is why I am trying to show another 
side of things. 

Sharma: Basically, to educate 
students about the issue of tuition, 
and that we can empower our- 
selves to fight back for what we 
deserve, which is a tuition freeze, 
more accessibility. Also to bring 
back credibility for the Students’ 
Union. 


Nationally, there are currently 

two prominent national stu- 
dent associations for post-second- 
ary institutions—the Canadian 
Alliance of Student Associations 
(CASA), and the Canadian 
Federation of Students (CFS). 
The U of A is currently a member 
of CASA, a group that focuses 
on connection with key govern- 
ment officials to lobby for stu- 
dent issues. Should the SU stay 
in CASA? What about member- 
ship in CFS, a group that takes 
a union-style approach to lobby 
student concerns and also pro- 
vides student owned and operated 
services such as National Student 
Health Network, Travel CUTS, 
and the Student Work Abroad 
Program? 
Jenkins: I support CASA. We 
were one of the founding members 
and there is a lot of good that can 
come from it. Although CFS can do 
stuff, it is more of an eastern coali- 
tion. And the fact of the matter is 
their dues are $300 000, whereas 


strive to amplify student voices 


CASA is only $30 000. Right now, 
I don't think that we can justify 
paying $300 000. 

Tsang: To me, CASA is more busi- 
nesslike, more about sitting down 
and talking and going over the 
issues. For the University, I sup- 
port CASA. Iam not one to bang on 
pots and pans. 


Sharma: 
I think that 
CASA is 
severely 
flawed. Iran a 
CFS campaign 
this year, and 
they were very 
kind in provid- 
ing free resources for us. My only 
question for the CFS is that their 
fees are quite high. I've heard in 
the range of $60 000 to $90 000 a 
year. But they provide more ser- 
vices, such as office staff that deals 
with tuition on an ongoing basis 
from year to year—not just an 
SU executive—and students can 
directly go to the CFS to bring up 
issues and actions that they want 
to take. 

CASA‘s flaws outweigh anything 
beneficial that they bring. They 
focus on the “band-aid” solution 
rather than the real solution. They 
talk about student loan reform but 
they don’t really talk about low- 
ering tuition or freezing tuition. 
That's a precedent that’s not good, 
because we start to play on the 
terms of the government, and the 
government stops listening to us 
and pushes their agenda. 

I'd like to see us maybe go inde- 
pendent. We are a large institu- 
tion, and I could see us going on 


our own. We have a lot of very 
well qualified people who could 
do a good campaign. So I would 
even question a partnership in a 
national body. 


How do you propose to address 
the ongoing tuition debate? 
Jenkins: | think there should be 
a two per cent cap that would 
be extended over five years. At 
UBC for example, [where tuition 
increases were recently deregu- 
lated], students there are looking 
at a 47 per cent increase in tuition, 
yet their infrastructure will still be 
run down until they can afford to 

replace it all. 

The U of A has a good thing going. 
We have leaders coming out, we 
have well-educated students going 
out into the Canadian market. With 
a two per cent freeze we can match 
inflation and still continue to be a 
very high quality educational insti- 
tution. 

Tsang: The way I see the tuition 
debate, I want to reform the 
appointment of the Board of 
Governors (BoG). The BoG are the 
ones that make the final decisions 
on tuition. Right now the govern- 
ment of Alberta appoints the major- 
ity of the members and that doesn't 
represent the interests of students. 
I want to reform that process and 
have the students and the faculty 
members be allowed to appoint 
BoG members so that interests are 
represented from not just the gov- 
ernment side. 

Sharma: My approach would be 
more proactive and activist in 
nature, organizing rallies around 
the issue and real educational cam- 


paigns to get tuition messages out 
there. And not just in the commu- 
nity on the campus but making it a 
societal issue. Speaking to people 
on a one to one basis through 
media campaigns that would again 
put some punch into it. This is the 
face of students, and they're living 
in poverty. That's not OK. We've got 
to put pressure on the provincial 
government via the public. I'm all 
for meeting with government offi- 
cials, as long as they understand 
this is what students want—there 
has to be a compromise. 


Ar you could employ anyone 
from any place at any time 
in the past, present or future to 
work for the SU, who would it 
he? 

Jenkins: Obviously, Shaft. He gets 
things done no matter what the 
cost because he is a bad, well you 
know.

To the community at large, the 
President of the Students’ Union is 
the chief representative for all U 
of A student interests. Providing 
policy direction and public rela- 
tions for the SU, the President is 
also responsible for the overall 
administration of the Students’ 
Union and the coordination of the 
Executive Committee. 

This year, seven candidates are 
vying for the chance to lead the 
Students’ Union. They are first- 
year Law student Mike Hudema, 
third-year Business student Jon 
Sharun, third-year Physics student 
George Slomp, Nobody, fourth-year 
Computer Engineering student 
Chris Jones, fourth-year Honours 
Political Science student Colin 
Agur, and 25-year Fine Arts stu- 
dent Tom Selleck (represented by 
spokespeople Ted Danson, Steve 
Guttenberg and the Baby, as 
Selleck refuses to do any speak- 
ing engagements that are not paid 
for). 


What is your goal in this elec- 

tion? 
Hudema: To provide a new SU 
that is in touch with students. The 
function of the SU is to represent 
views of students. You can’t do that 
if you never ask students. I also 
want to run an environmental plat- 
form. It’s really easy and will save 
us a lot of money. 
Sharun: I[ have two goals: com- 
munication across campus and 
campus life. Dealing with the 
faculty associations and student 
groups and the varsity will really 
bring out the best on this campus. 
Communication has really been 
lost with this year’s Executive. 
Some of the individuals really 
strived to consult with individuals 
but it really hasn't done anything. 
Slomp: To let students know what 
the SU’s concerns should be. The 
SU of the past has not been very 
representative of student concerns. 
That needs to change by holding 
forums where students can directly 
speak with the Executive and voice 
concerns on policies. Tuition, fees, 
whatever issue: there needs to be 
more communication. 
Nobody: To discredit the SU 
Executive by exposing it as the 
fraudulent sham that it is. 
Jones: To win. 
Agur: To raise issues other can- 
didates aren't raising. We need to 
have someone who has a clear 
platform on tuition, someone who 
can come up with an actual solu- 
tion. We need someone who can 
promote accessibility to students, 
so they're getting something back 
from the SU as well. 
Selleck: Total world domination. 


What is your opinion of 

Executive solidarity? 
Hudema: A lot of the problems 
with the solidarity issue is because 
the SU isn't representing the 
people. Even councillors aren't 
holding forums on any of the major 
issues to get what students in their 
faculties think about [them]. If you 
aren't doing that then you really 
have no idea what you should say. 

If we have differing opinions, 

we should be able to present that. 
Through diversity of opinion and 
the ability to clash hopefully we 
will be able to represent the will of 
the University. 


Sharun: With everything I have 
been involved with, I am a firm 
believer in Executive solidarity. 
What I saw this year was pretty dis- 
appointing. The Executive should 
be able to debate amongst each 
other in Executive meetings but 
when they do come to council, if 
there is an issue where there is 
[differing] students’ opinion, then 
if they have to split up, then yes. To 
split up [Executive members], you 
must make sure that it is for the 
right reasons. 

Slomp: It isn't the Executive's job 
to convince students of what needs 
to be done. The focus and the man- 
date of the SU should be decided by 
students, and not by the Executive. 
The Executive should listen to the 
concerns of all students, then take 
those concerns and formulate solu- 
tions that everybody can be happy 
with. Solidarity is important but so 
are individual voices. 

Nobody: Seeing as we wish to 
see the SU Executive disbanded, 
we support their freedom to use 
“unemployment line solidarity.” 
Jones: It is a bad thing. There is 
no reason we need to have a gov- 
ernment that believes it has to pull 
one common party line. Granted, 
I think for decisions that come 
out of the Executive as opposed to 
committees, [solidarity] could be 
the default position. But if I were 
President I would not have a prob- 
lem with any of the VPs opposing 
an action and publicly saying so. 
There is nothing wrong with dis- 
sent, and if our position is wrong 
we should be called on it. 

Agur: I don't think [solidarity] 
is helpful for intelligent debate. 
This year it's created an us versus 
them atmosphere within Council. 
One member speaks for the whole 
Exec. One thing that I'm hoping 
can happen next year is a diver- 
sity of opinions on the Executive. 
Sure, it makes things a bit more 
difficult for the people there. But 
what it does is force the Exec to 
really look at the issues, and find 
solutions that actually work. 
Selleck: Tom Selleck’s years of 
playing on the Tokyo Dodgers team 
taught him some things about 
teamwork—it sucks. 
Selleck would purge the VPs in 
favour of Higgins, Grand Duke in 
Charge of Internal Affairs and TC, 
Chancellor in Charge of Flying a 
Helicopter Around. 


What will be your approach 
to the administration, federal 
and provincial governments, and 
the public at large? 
Hudema: I would continue lobby 
efforts with the provincial and fed- 
eral government. There has been 
some minor progress made in loan 
reform, but you need to ask stu- 
dents first because that becomes 
your platform. If you keep holding 
public forums, getting student input 
and then implementing it, you get a 
more active student population. 
You can do outreach in the high 
schools with the kids that are going 
to be here next year too, and find

out what their concerns are. If 
you have all of that then your lob- 
bying becomes more effective with 
the provincial and federal govern- 
ment. 

Sharun: | am a business student. 
I like to negotiate. I realize there 
hasn't been a lot that has been 
working. I would really like to deal 
with deans and the faculty asso- 
ciations so when deans are talk- 
ing of differential tuition then the 
associations know what is going on 
because currently they don't. SU 
Exec should be counted on to know 
what is going on and give this infor- 
mation to everyone interested so 
they can create their own stance. 
With the administration and gov- 
ernment, I would just try sitting 
down with them and giving them a 
shot to negotiate first. 

Slomp: The first step is to let the 
public know what the SU is doing 
and what we are doing for students. 
As President I feel it is a respon- 
sibility to let everyone know any 
information that we have at our 
disposal. Once we have reached 
agreements through consultation 
and everyone is behind we will be 
able to present an effective force 
to administrators and members of 
government as well. 

Nobody: We aren't out to screw 
anybody here—we're out to screw 
them back. 

Jones: With administration, we 
need to say we don’t want to be 
their enemy, but they need to focus 
on student needs. For too long 
they have been focusing efforts and 
resources on research, but it's time 
they start thinking about teaching. 
It is the undergraduate students 
who are the lifeblood of the univer- 
sity. We need to educate not only 
the politicians but the public on 
the power and the value of post- 
secondary education, so they can 
in turn put pressure on the gov- 
ernment. Through public relations 


to the grassroots, TV ads, getting 
other universities involved, you will 
start to see some real power. 
Agur: We have to find out who our 
friends are, and we have to put 
them to work for us. Even though 
education hasn't been a priority 
for the Klein government, they can 
be our friends because they want 
fiscal responsibility. If we can talk 
to the Klein government and say, 
“You know, we think we should cap 
tuition increases at two per cent,” 
this will force the University to get 
its bottom line in order. Also, con- 
tinuing our work with CASA on the 
federal level, CAUS on the provin- 
cial level and putting those organi- 
zations to work for us. 

Selleck: Tom Selleck’s manly 
good looks will be a beacon in the 
fog of society to lead people to a 
utopia where rule will be handed 
down by the divine moustache. All 
will respect that which is Selleck. 


Qi you could employ anyone 
from any place at any time 
in the past, present or future to 
work for the SU, who would it 
he? 

Hudema: Martin Luther King Jr, 
for his values and ideals; Rosa 
Luxembourg, who was really good 
organizing and mobilizing people 
and for gender parity issues, too; 
Rigoberta Menchu who was phe- 
nomenal in Latin American rights 
issues, working at the grassroots 
levels; Ché Guevara who organized 
in a slightly different way but was 
the voice of his people; somebody 
from the Brazilian workers’ party 
on Porto Allegre, Brazil—they are 
working on a participatory democ- 
racy system where on every issue 
the community is _ consulted; 
Mother Teresa because she was a 
kind and gentle soul. 

Sharun: The Great One Wayne 
Gretzky would be a great President. 
He really knows how to talk to 


people and he would be a great 
spokesperson for the _ issues. 
Superman is always perfect 
because he knows how to deal 
with the issues and help people. 
Eldon Foote [noted philanthropist 
and former Delta Upsilon member], 
is a generous man and would be 
quite effective on the Executive. 
Slomp: Miss G. She definitely has 
something that is missing in a lot 
of people and that is a deep, rooted 
compassion for all living individu- 
als that are walking on this earth. 
She has the guts to stand up for 
everyone's rights in the way that 
finds a diplomatic means of deal- 
ing with problems to illustrate her 
intelligence.

Range of candidates offers chance for change 


If anything's apparent this year, 
it's that the current troubled leader- 
ship has inspired a renewed inter- 
est in elections, which is a better 
reason than ever to vote. 

After hours spent at forums, 
reading campaign literature, and 
perusing websites, I will follow 
Gateway tradition and present my 
personal election picks. Just 
remember that these are simply 
my own personal choices, not those 
of the Gateway, and are intended to 
simply encourage you to take the 
time to become informed about the 
candidates on your own. I will also, 
of course, refrain from discussing 
the Gateway referendum. 


Board of Governors 

Mike Reid has the experience, 
knows the position well, and has 
set realistic goals, while Lorenzo 
Fiorito has too antagonistic of a 
stance, which will likely get him 
nowhere with the BoG. Reid it is. 
VP External 

Sam Jenkins has experience 
working with the SU, but he doesn’t 


have much ofa platform. “Prioritize 


issues based on feedback” and 
“increase communication” are 
mere catch phrases that don’t hold 
much water. 

Alan Tsang has a more solid 
platform, but it’s scary as hell. 
He claims that activism has led 
to tuition increases and wants 
increased corporate sponsorship. 

Anand Sharma is heads above 
due to his experience, extensive 
and detailed platform, and history 
of having the guts to stand up for 
what he believes in. Sharma gets 
my vote for having the balls to 
stand up to the Exec in council way 
before it was popular to do so. 

VP Ops/Finance 

Geoff Dixon has little valuable 
experience. He wants to expand the 
kitchens in RATT and the Power 
Plant, which isn’t plausible or par- 
ticularly important. 

Brendan Darling claims he has 
best attendance at council—so 
what? While he talks about ded- 
icated fees and Bylaw 6600, he 
doesn't actually take a stance on 
either. Manuel Flores has done 
some research and has numbers, 
but as a first-year student, his 
inexperience is obvious. Donal 
Finegan proposes 50-per-cent-off 
customer appreciation days at 
RATT and Power Plant, which 
aren't really feasible. His 
catchphrase-filled election blurb 
included a slam against his compe- 
tition, which he had trouble defend- 
ing during the SUB forum. And 
Adam Cook’s campaign suffers 
from a vague and tiny platform, 
indicating inadequate effort. 

Steve Smith has the most honest 
slogan with “A Slightly Different 
Tomorrow,” admitting the reality 
that most candidates make ridic- 
ulous promises. He also handled 
himself very well during the 
forums, so he’s earned my vote. 
VP Academic 

Shawn Hildebrandt, Alexis Pepin, 
Mat Brechtel and Roman Kotovych 
have essentially the same plat- 
form filled with promises to extend 
the add/drop deadline and improve 
computer labs. _ 

Hildebrandt lost my vote for 
spreading unfounded negative 


rumours about his competition, and 
Pepin’s extensive SU experience 
with events such as Anti-Freeze, 
WOW, and the Student Life Board 
make her a much better Student 
Life candidate. Both Brechtel and 
Kotovych have proven to be rather 
sensible in council, but I'd have to 
go with Kotovych because he’s the 
only one interested in improving 
intersession classes. Brechtel’s a 
close second, though. 

VP Student Life 

Kelly Shinkaruk, who has been 
disqualified for talking to outside 
media but is appealing the deci- 
sion, is a no-go because she can’t 
decide if she’s a serious candidate 
or not. She also alienated the crowd 
during the Lister Hall forum with 
comments about college rock, and 
talked about herself during the 
Horowitz forum instead of trying 
to convince anyone to vote for her. 

Kail Ross is charismatic but 
seems less than serious, and his 
idea to make Orientation one day, 
is not feasible for logistical rea- 
sons. 

That leaves Christine Rogerson, 
who, despite being groomed by the 
current Exec, has some decent ideas 
(more blue phones, campus talent 
nights) and knows the demands of 
the position. So, Rogerson it is. 
President 

Lister Hall favourite George 
Slomp is impressive with a com- 
prehensive website detailing his 
plan of attack, but he has trouble 
giving detailed answers during the 
forums. He might be an excellent 
choice in the future. Jon Sharun 
has proven himself to be a prob- 
lem-solver during council meet- 
ings, but his student-pride heavy 
platform is much better suited for 
the Student Life portfolio. And Colin 
Agur is polished and professional 
with plenty of Council experience, 
but his platform is not nearly com- 
prehensive enough for a presiden- 
tial candidate. 

Chris Jones knows the policy 
and bylaws of this institution per- 
haps better than anyone. He's also 
very sensible and well studied on 
a heap of relevant issues, and his 
no-bullshit platform may just be 
what this university needs. Jones 
is fair, although sometimes con- 
descending, which alienates some 
students.

After 
being at the U of A for six years 
and seeing little change, I'm ready 
for someone to shake things up, 
as long as it’s done intelligently. 
Hudema’s platform is comprehen- 
sive, refreshing yet reasonable, 
and his experience as an Education 
graduate and a law student lend 
him enough credibility to gain my 
vote, with Jones a close second. 


These are merely my personal 
opinions, so take them with a grain 
of salt. And if you don’t bother to 
vote, you lose the right to complain 
if the SU sucks. So cast your bal- 
lots wisely, but do cast them.

Respect is one way to 
build a strong SU 


Andra Olson was absolutely cor- 
rect in her advice to the incoming 
Students’ Union executive ("New 
Executive should be built on 
respect,” 28 February). As a coun- 
cillor nearing the end of my second 
term, I agree that 2001/02 was a 
bad year for cooperation, and I 
hope that whomever wins the elec- 
tions takes her words to heart. But 
this confrontational attitude was 
apparent at many levels of the 
Students’ Union, and the student 
population itself. 

The SU Exec faced fierce compe- 
tition from the dedicated fee groups 
with its proposed Bylaw 6600/6000, 
since they felt left out of the pro- 
cess. Just recently, over one million 
dollars was loaned from the Access 
Fund reserves to SUB expansion 
without even consulting the Access 
Fund administrators. 

This year saw many more 
councillors introduce motions in 
Students’ Council. Many of these 
motions were withdrawn, amended 
or failed by a large majority. 
Councillors simply don’t see the 
big picture like the Exec can, and 
the meetings would be more pro- 
ductive if the Exec was consulted 
before bringing motions forward. 
Not to get approval, but to get 
another opinion and see if there are 
other factors to consider. An exam- 
ple is purchasing microwaves, 
without considering maintenance, 
cleaning or replacement. 

This year also saw an increase 
in student activism, predominantly 
SWAG and their protests at the 


Board of Governors tuition meet- 
ing. Calling the BOG “corporate 
fuckers” indicates a total lack of 
respect and disregard for coop- 
eration. This is totally unaccept- 
able. Remember that the university 
administration has to answer to 
the BOG. Don't piss off a potential 
ally. 

An open, accountable Students’ 
Union takes effort at many levels, 
including the student population. 
There is more to the SU than what 
you read in the Gateway. The min- 
utes for all the SU committees are 
available on the website, so check 
them out. If you don't like how 
things are done, get involved as a 
student-at-large on a board, apply 
for a coordinator/director position, 
or run for Students’ Council. 

Democracy is more effective if 
more people run for SU executive 
positions, because students have 
more choice.

City should redevelop slummy downtown

As Edmonton pukes across the 
landscape in a never-ending battle 
to suburbanate as much pristine 
farmland as possible, and as we're 
stuck in traffic on Gateway 
Boulevard or anywhere in Mill 
Woods, does anyone ever think, 
"Where does all the farmland go 
when we put houses all over it?” or 
"That looks incredibly ugly”? 

Edmonton grows like mold on a 
dead cat at the edges, covering old 
wheat fields and pastures as if they 
were a dime a dozen, while the 
inside lies empty and shitty. 

Does this seem odd to anyone? Is 
paving a farmer's field and build- 
ing houses 40 miles from down- 
town really the “in” thing right 
now? Who the hell wants to live all 
the way out there? Or, more impor- 
tantly, why don't we use the empty 
and underused spaces in the inte- 
riors of cities anymore? 

Take a drive through the periph- 
ery of downtown Edmonton, and 
you'll see that there is a lot of unde- 
rused residential space, although 
it seems to be prime real estate.

Solution: get the city to buy the 
whole works, tear it down, re-zone 
the land, sell it to people and tell 
them to build some higher-den- 
sity, non-dumpy housing (like high- 
rises, condos and duplexes). 

The city paid $4500 per unit of 
housing created in the inner-city 
core in an attempt to get people 
living downtown again. Why 
couldn't there be a similar incentive 
for developers who tore down this 
slummy mess and created more 
and better places to live near the 
downtown core? It’s still pretty 
close to downtown, it wouldn't add 
to traffic on major thoroughfares 
like Gateway Boulevard or St Albert 
Trail, and it would clean up a really 
ugly area. Besides, can you imag- 
ine the good press if an already 
environmentally conscious city like 
Edmonton enacted an incentive pro- 
gram that actually helped reduce 
urban sprawl? We already look 


pretty “green” with our $400 mil- 
lion composting plant, so why stop 
there? There's lots of land within 
the city limits that fits the dumpy, 
empty description, and, witha small 
incentive program, Edmonton could 
be on the cutting edge of modern 
urban planning. And more down- 
town high-density housing near an 
LRT route would also mean more 
cheap, practical rental space for 
students, keeping them out of the 
basements of 90-year-old houses off 
Whyte Avenue, or out of Mill Woods, 
which is three zillion miles and four 
buses from anything. 

So, what I'm proposing, boring 
as it may be, is that we actually 
think for two seconds about how 
we use the land in and around 
our city. Let's make plans that 
don't involve paving more farmers’ 
fields, instead of gobbling up more 
and more free space in the name 
of whatever it is that makes people 
think doing so is a good idea.

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APIRG issue indicative of need for change

With election campaigns in full 
swing, I think it’s important to 
revisit last year’s elections. In par- 
ticular, I wanted to talk about the 
Alberta Public Interest Research 
Group (APIRG) referendum, which 
which successfully passed by a 
significant margin. 

Many of us, including myself, 
voted in favour of setting up a 
PIRG, thinking that this would be 
a worthwhile cause which would 
directly benefit students. We liked 
the idea and we made a conscious 
and informed decision to establish 
one here. 

However, when | arrived at school 
in September, I was disappointed 
to learn that APIRG wasn't up and 
running. The $5.00 per term that 
I agreed the SU would give them 
was being held until the particu- 
lars of referendum could be negoti- 
ated between the SU and APIRG. 

Depending on your definition of 
“negotiation,” APIRG and the SU 


have been trying to hammer out 
the details of the referendum since 
August. Now, regardless of what 
has happened between the SU and 
APIRG over the last six months, I 
have some concerns that need to 
be brought out into the open. 

First, I want to know what the 
SU is going to do with the $5.00 I 
paid them to give to APIRG. Since 
there doesn't seem to be any con- 
clusion to this matter on the hori- 
zon, I just want to make sure that 
the SU gives that money back to 
students if it isn't going to go to 
APIRG. 


Some people have speculated 
that the current SU Exec is 
going to ignore the APIRG 
issue until they’re term is up. 
That’s fine; their track record 
has been sad and alarming 
this year anyway. 


The last thing we need to be wor- 
rying about is the APIRG situation 
being ignored in the shuffle of out- 
going and incoming SU executives. 
It's important that our Students’ 
Union follows the will of the stu- 
dents. 

One of the big things I think that 
people have lost sight of is that 
the SU Executive and Students’ 
Council would not exist if it weren't 
for us everyday, average students. 


They have power because we give 
them power. They are here to rep- 
resent us, and rather than act 
shocked when students speak out 
against them, they should perk up 
their ears and listen. 

Some people have speculated 
that the current SU Exec is going 
to ignore the APIRG issue until 
they're term is up. That's fine; their 
track record has been sad and 
alarming this year anyway. If they 
do leave it up to next year’s SU, then 
I would implore successful candi- 
dates to resolve this issue. Whether 


or not you believe APIRG is good or © 


bad is irrelevant. Students spoke 
on this issue, and they want a PIRG 
set up on their campus. 

With over 20 candidates vying 
for various SU positions‘this year, 
I think students finally have a 
chance to make some changes 
in how they are represented; no 
more agreements to tuition hikes, 
no more pushing through sneaky 
bylaws, and no more stalling on 
important issues.

This is not simply an issue for 
Black students considering admis- 
sion to law,.but rather, an issue for 
any student without the financial 
resources. The fact that individu- 
als or groups of lower socio-eco- 
nomic status happen to be from 
disadvantaged groups is second- 
ary to the argument. In fact, most, 
if not all law Canadian law facul- 
ties have addressed this concern 
through their admissions require- 
ments. 

Louise James, member of the 
U of T Black Law Student Society, 
rightfully argues that law schools 
fail to address the fact that charg- 
ing phenomenal tuition affects 
diversity among the student body 
in a negative way. 

Yet she argues that the Black 
Law students response to rising 
tuition is “a community response” 
and that “there was no connection 
to the public at large in terms of 
[tuition hikes] relating to the law 
school and the public service that 
a public law school provides.” Ms 
James, is this a public issue? If 
so, is everyone affected by rising 
tuition facing discrimination? 

The Supreme Court of Canada 
has clearly defined discrimination. 
To summarize its position, dis- 
crimination exists where a distinc- 
tion, whether intentional or not 
but based on grounds relating 
to personal characteristics of the 
individual group, has the effect 
of imposing burdens, obligations 
or disadvantages not imposed on 
others, or withholding access to 
such opportunities available to 
other members of society. I would 
argue that in the case of rising 
tuition fees, this is a class-based 
distinction, and not one based on 
race, ethnic origin, or color. 

Law schools must consider the 
impact skyrocketing tuition fees 
will have on the profession. An 
article entitled, "Wealthy and the 
Wise” in the December 2004 issue 
of the Canadian Bar Review cor- 


rectly defines the issue. “If today’s 
students don't benefit from a diver- 
sity of viewpoints in the classroom, 
tomorrow's. lawyers. will work 
within an increasingly narrow 
frame of reference. That has reper- 
cussions for all Canadians.” 

Moreover, a good mix of individ- 
uals from all socio-economic back- 
grounds will benefit not only our 
clients but the public at large. Our 
socio-economic background is the 
window through which we view the 
world. 

Here is the gist of my argument. 
Not long ago, many students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds could 
put faith in the fact that, class 
distinctions aside, a Canadian cit- 
izen could achieve their educa- 
tional goal with the right amount 
of hard work, determination and 
desire. 

In a modern era, one would be 
a fool to believe that anyone could 
do so in light of little government 
funding and skyrocketing tuition. I 
am deeply saddened.

Richard Schick had a premoni- 
tion. 

“Tt was our second or third prac- 
tice after the losing the Western 
semi-final,” started Schick. “They 
way the guys were practising ... it 
was so crisp. The way they were 
playing—not thinking—just play- 
ing, I knew we'd make good.” 

And last weekend the Bears 
weren't just good, they were 
golden. 

The Bears won the national title 
on Saturday in front of a ruckus 
home crowd. 

Going into the tournament, they 
were ranked fifth but successfully 
disposed of three higher-ranked 
opponents to win their first title in 
five years and the respect of the 
league. 

The Bears opened the weekend 
strong in their quarterfinal match 
against No. 4 Queen's Golden Gaels 
and took the game convincingly in 
three straight sets. 

But the real tests lay ahead. 

Friday night in the semi-finals, 
the Bears met a formidable oppo- 
nent in the Manitoba Bisons. 

Manitoba, ranked number one

and two-time defending champs, 
would only be satisfied with a 
third straight title. But as the 
Bears defeated Manitoba, again in 
straight sets, it looked as though 
the Alberta wanted that title even 
more. 

Each set between the two teams 
was close, but by the third set, 
the Bears began to pull away with 
a crowd of 2300 enthusiastically 
behind them. With the fans already 
on their feet, Brad Bell’s spike 
found the open court as the Bears 
won the set and the match. 

First team all-Canadian Sandy 
Henderson led the Bears with 43 
kills, while big digs came from 
Bears libero Lucas Snider. 

The Bears went into the final 
as the underdog once again, this 
time against the second-ranked 
Winnipeg Wesmen. Fresh on every- 
one’s minds, the Wesmen defeated 
the Bears in the conference semi- 
finals two weeks ago and led the 
season series 4-2. 

The Bears fed off the emotion in 
the standing-room-only gym and 
took the first set 25-22. But in the 
second set, Alberta faltered fall- 
ing behind early with Winnipeg's 
strong net play and the Bears 
inability to contain Wesmen serves, 
Alberta dropped the second set 
25-16. 

Both teams came out strong in 
the third, looking for weaknesses 
to exploit, but not finding any. Hard 
work from hitters Geoff Emslie and 
Brad Bell helped Alberta take the 
tight third set 25-23. 

The strength and accuracy of 
the third set came through in the 
fourth. The roar of the crowd was 
deafening as Alberta lead by two 
thin points through most of the 
set. The tides shifted as Winnipeg 
tied it up at 19 and again at 21. 
The Wesmen pulled ahead with 
strong play of western all-star 
Jason Dufault, forcing a fifth set. 

If the crowd was excited through 
the first four sets, the all-impor- 
tant fifth set was overwhelming. 

Each Alberta point resulted in 
a huge outpouring of support, and 
each point was a game in itself. 
Some plays weren't highlight reel, 
but each team poured their heart

out on the court. Alberta got some 
huge plays out of the both the 
expected and the unexpected. Ryan 
Taylor, a leader to this team and 
constant playmaker on the court, 
continued to set with the profi- 
ciency his team expects. With two 
huge hits and two even bigger 
blocks, rookie Leo Carroll contrib- 
uted beyond his years as Mike 
McPherson made the final kill in 
the Bears’ 15-9 fifth set win. 

The players stormed the court, 
the crowd erupted. Coach Schick 
lost control of his emotions. 

“People have said that we've been 
a fluke all year,” said Schick. "I 
guess we won three flukes this 


weekend.” 

An emotional leader, the young 
coach had taken over the helm this 
season from Terry Danyluk—who 
stayed on as an assistant while 
completing his masters degree. 

The 31-year-old Schick had 
taken, in first year as coach for 
the Bears, this young team to a 
National Title. This was the first 
national title since the Bears won 
in 1997 with Schick as a player. 

"There's no better way to end 
the year,” said Ryan Taylor, the 
Bears’ setter and captain who was 
named tournament MVP. It is a fit- 
ting award for a player who started 
the year with the MVP nod at the 


CIS-NCAA pre-season tournament. 
Taylor was key to the success of 
this team all year long. 

The Bears fifth-year players 
couldn't have finished their uni- 
versity careers any better. In their 
final game for the U of A Snider and 
McPherson won gold. 

In individual honours the vet- 
eran Taylor and rookie Carrol both 
earned spots on the tournament 
allstar team. 

The Bears host the men’s volley- 
ball tournament again next year. 

With a host berth, the Alberta 
men won't just be a team to contend 
with, they'll be the team to beat, as 
defending National Champions.

The Pandas have summited their 
own their golden peak, and now 
keep watch over holy Grail of 
women’s university hockey for the 
summer. 

On Sunday, the Pandas defeated 
those dastardly Wilfred Laurier 
Golden Hawks 5-2 for the CIS 
Women’s Hockey Gold. 

Advancing to the final tourna- 
ment with a conference crown in

The Pandas reclaim the national 
title they last held in 1999-2000, 
and beat the defending champion 
Toronto Varsity Blues 2-4 along the 
way.

It 
took a lot of desire to come back 
from behind.” 

Indeed, the Pandas entered 
unchartered waters against the 
Blues in a war of a semi-final 
game. 


Things started rough as the Blues 
outshot the Pandas 10-3 in the first 
period and held a 1—0 after one—a 
rare occurrence against the West's 
top defence. 

The Pandas struck back though, 
as Leah Kinney tied it up on the 
powerplay, and Mandy Kinjerski 
redirected a Judy Diduck point 
shot in the third. The rally gave the 
Pandas a narrow 2-1 victory, and a 
spot in the most important game of 
the season. 

The Pandas cut up the ice with 
furious vengeance in Sunday’s gold 
medal game against the Hawks. 
The Alberta squad took a 3—0 lead 
after the first period with a goal 
by Kinjerski and a pair of beauties 
from tournament MVP Danielle 
Bourgeois. 

The Hawks came as close as 
3—2 in the second period, but Lori 
Shupak sunk a Danielle Bourgeois 
pass in the dying moments to up 


the Alberta lead by one. 

Krysty Lorenz sealed the Hawks’ 
fate with a coffin nail goal late in 
the third giving the Pandas a 5-2 
victory.

With the excitement of the two 
national championships won by U 
of A teams this weekend, it’s easy 
to forget that the stage was set for 
another team’s trip to Nats. Thanks 
to a two-game sweep in the confer- 
ence semifinal, the hockey Bears 
are headed to the University Cup 
in Kitchener later this month. 

Last weekend, the Bears hosted 
the Manitoba Bisons in the Canada 
West semi-final. The Bears looked 
to be the overwhelming favourite, 
with a 27—7-5 overall record com- 

. pared to the Bisons’ 20—17—2. The 
Bears also haven't lost a Canada 
West home game all season. 

The Friday night game didn’t 
start out like the Bears had hoped. 

They came out sluggish after 
having a week off and found 
themselves tied 2—2 in the second 
period, but Tyler Shybunka and 
Mike McGhan scored two min- 
utes apart late in the second to 
break the tie, propelling the Bears 


to a 5—2 win. 

“We had that week off and we 
were a little nervous,” explained 
left wing Geoff Lynch. “Once we 
got going though, I think we did 
well as a whole team.” 

The Bears didn’t stop their win- 
ning ways on Friday—their solid 
play carried forward to Saturday. 
Although the score didn’t reflect it 
for the first half of Saturday's game, 
the Bears simply outchanced the 
Bisons. 

They eventually scored an 
impressive five powerplay goals 
and two short-handed tallies on 
the way to a 9-3 victory. 

“Tf you look at the first half of the 
second period, we did a very good 
job, but didn’t score,” commented 
Canada West coach of the year Rob 
Daum. 

"We had lots of chances, but just 
didn’t finish ... It’s always scary 
when you get in a game of this 
magnitude; when you don’t put a 
team away. I thought we were able 
to finally do that in the second.” 

Kevin Marsh, a Canada West 
second team all-star, had a five-

point night, that included his first 
hat-trick in three years as a Bear. 

Marsh got the game started on 
a short-handed breakaway that he 
lifted over the shoulder of Bison 
goalie Tim Winters. 

“The important thing is that 
we're moving on and we're happy 
with that, and this time of year per- 
sonal points don’t really matter,” 
the modest right wing remarked. 

“Tt was a good weekend for us,” 
Lynch added. “We came out for 
two games and played really hard 
for a full 60 minutes both games. 
Everyone seemed to come together 
and it was a good effort from every- 
one.” 

Next up for the Bears will be 
the Saskatchewan Huskies, who 
defeated Calgary in the other semi- 
final. The Huskies had the second 
best record in the Canada West, 
going 17-8-3 (1-3 against the 
Bears). 

Because of the national tourna- 
ment’s format of a rotating wild- 
card, Canada West will send both 
final series contenders to the 21—24 
March tournament. 


But this weekend showcases the 
second-ranked Bears and third- 
ranked Huskies, neither of whom 
want to go to Kingston as the wild- 
card. 

The Bears are hoping that home 
ice advantage, an asset all season, 
will carry send them east as 
Canada West champions. 

The Huskies are also a “small 
rink team,” designed to bang 
around the diminutive confines 
of Saskatoon’s Rutherford arena 
which is similar in size and nostal- 
gia to the Drake. Pundits are pre- 
dicting yet another physical series 
between the two rivals. 

“We play well here obviously,” 
Lynch explained, “but 
Saskatchewan's a great team and 
they're going to play us tough. At 
home, we do really well and hope- 
fully we can keep it up for two 
more games.” 

"It's better for us to play at 
home,” Daum emphasized. “Not 
that we've been poor on the road, 
but we've done a great job here at 
home where the crowds and atmo- 
sphere are excellent.”

In case you didn’t have time, or 
didn't have the big money it cost to 
see it the first time, you're getting 
another chance to see Eve Ensler’s 
The Vagina Monologues this week. 

Ensler’s work was created after 
she interviewed hundreds of 
women about their vaginas. She 
was able to transform those inter- 
views into a series of monologues, 
now being performed to sold-out 
theatres across North America. 
The previous U of A shows were 
no different; despite the relatively 
high ticket prices, every perfor- 
mance had a full house. 

This time, however, the ticket 
price will be slightly lower, and 
the actors will be different. “Our 
Vagina Monologues production is 
student run—the actors, directors 
and volunteers are primarily U of 
A students,” said Kelly Korpesio, 
Media Liaison for V-Day Edmonton. 
"Our show is part of the campus 
campaign against violence; perfor- 
mances are going on across the 
nation, all in the name of V-Day.” 

The V-Day movement, aimed at 
stopping violence against women, 
was established in 1998, when 
Ensler started interviewing for The 
Vagina Monologues. "The move- 
ment itself is the activism and 
collective action that surrounds 
[The Vagina Monologues]' pro- 
duction night, which generally 
occurs on 14 February and cannot 
be performed past 8 March, 
International Women's Day,” 
Korpesio explained. 

This week's performances will 
differ slightly from Ensler‘s orig- 


inal formula. Where there would 
traditionally be three performers 
doing a series of monologues, the 
U of A production has opted for 
a larger cast. The production will 
use MC-type actors, called Vagina 
Queens, to make smooth tran- 
sitions between the monologues 
using choreographed movement 
and lines of their own. 

"In a way, they act like a Greek 
chorus in traditional theatre.” 
Korpesio explained, “The rest of 
the cast is made up of women who 
are responsible for one or two of 
the actual monologues.” 

With an all-woman cast, the 
play sends a very strong message 
of empowerment and awareness. 
"The play itself touches on issues 
of violence inflicted upon women 
in different ways, but also includes 
touching moments about women’s 
sexual empowerment and libera- 
tion, be it by re-discovering their 
clitoris, or by engaging in stim- 
ulating relationships,” explained 
Korpesio. 

Just because the word “vagina” 
appears in the title doesn’t mean 
the play is for women only. “Men 
will be empowered by this per- 
formance, and will probably leave 
grateful for the chance to be 
enlightened,” said Korpesio. 

For those men who are skeptical 
of the value of such a performance, 
consider that men tend to have a 
vested interested in some women’s 
sexuality: “Yes, it's about women’s 
sexuality, but many women choose 
to include men in their sexual lives 
and this fact is confirmed in The 
Vagina Monologues." 

She added: "This is a chance to 
understand where one, as a man, 
fits into the story of vaginas." 

Regardless of what your current 
views are, The Vagina Monologues 
are important~ for both sexes 
because they allow women to 
engage in a free dialogue about 
their bodies and their sexuality, 
and allow men to be involved in 
that dialogue. All funds raised will 
go to local Edmonton charities. 


Life in the Grand Bazaar 


Tea Party’s Jeff Burrows reaps the tantalizing benefits of stardom

For years Canadian gloom-rocks 
The Tea Party have embodied 
images of the deep, dark, and 
broody. From the most minute 
details of their artistic videos, to the 
melancholy and angst embodied 
in their Eastern-Influenced music, 
they have always been regarded as 
a band that takes itself extremely 
seriously. 

Speaking to drummer Jeff 
Burrows over the telephone, it 
becomes apparent the band is 
really just excited to be given the 
chance to live what he calls “a 
beautiful life,” and all that mys- 
tique surrounding the group isn’t 
as big a part of their actual lives as 
people may think. 

The band’s lead singer Jeff 
Martin seems to be known as much 
for his decadent style and sombre 
persona as he is for his raging 
vocals. His at times outlandish por- 
trait is one even Burrows can't help 
but poke a little fun at. "Martin 
needs new stage clothes bad. It’s 
been a while since he had anything 
floral on but I'd love it if he went a 
little flowery again,” he quips teas- 
ingly, "He needs a good makeover. 
We need to get him on Oprah.” 
Suddenly realizing what he’s said, 
Burrows repents “Wait, don’t write 
that—he'll kill me!” Sorry Jeff. 

After a countless string of tours 
and hundreds of shows, the band 
is still finding ways to have fun 
on the road, and with one another. 


Although Burrows denies any plans 
for pulling practical jokes on a 
musical icon like Ozzy, whom they 
hit the road with this week, he does 
confess to having tormented a few 
other bands they've played with. 

"I've done some things where it’s 
the last show, for bands that have 
opened for us and I'll walk on stage 
with a bottle of vodka while the 
crowd's going nuts in the middle 
of their song,” he laughs, “I'll just 
start dumping it down their throat 
and they have to drink it. Then 
they'll try to do the same thing 
to us, and our crew just tackles 
them.” 

Practical joking aside, the suc- 
cess of the band’s. seven full- 
length releases have also given 
them the opportunity to explore 
the world. "I've been to the Louvre 
five times; I've been snorkeling in 
the Great Barrier Reef in North- 
Western Australia; I've swam in 
every ocean, I've been to 42 dif- 
ferent countries; I've eaten in the 
market square in Istanbul, Turkey; 
I've hung out with Jimmy Page 
and Robert Plant, and that’s just 
the beginning,” Burrows explains. 
Certainly life doesn't sound like 
it's been all heartache and sad- 
ness. As dark as their ambient 
rhythms may sound, things have 
never been better for Canada’s dar- 


lings of gloom-rock. 

As Burrow explains, they don't 
have any intention of slowing down 
either. The band hopes to continue 
to enjoy the spoils music has 
brought them and continue to 
evolve as artists for many more 
years to come. “You have to grow 
with your music and I think we're 
doing that,” Burrows asserts. But 
don’t worry, the band has no plans 
to give up their heavy-hitting mate- 
rial, in favor of acoustic coffee 
house tunes just yet. “Just look at 
Ozzy; he still sings about witches 
and goblins, and, you know, ‘Mama 
I'm coming home,’ so whatever. We 
don't want to be singing music to 
little blue haired old ladies any 
time soon.” 

With their latest release only out 
since October, the band is already 
planning to begin writing on the 
next album in June. Burrows 
promises it will be even heavier 
with more electronics than pre- 
vious endeavors, describing it as 
"Transmission meets the Edges of 
Twilight but an entirely different 
style of music.” 

Look forward to many more years 
of Canada’s favourite sinister rock- 
ers and their floral print velvet 
pants. Just don’t take them too 
seriously; even the darkest among 
us have their lighter side.

Kung Pow exemplifies a rebellious trend toward fan-produced films

Some are casual theatregoers, 
some are obsessive film junkies, 
and some dedicate their lives (or 
at least their tuition money) to in- 
depth analysis and intellectual nit- 
picking over the technicalities of 
shot and sequence. 

There are still others, however, 
to whom the movies are manifest. 
To these people, a film is not a rep- 
resentation of life, it’s life itself, fic- 
tion stranger and somehow truer 
than any reality. To them, film is 
not a world that is entered through 
the “willing suspension of disbe- 
lief” but a separate world that one 
is born, dwells, and dies in. We call 
these people fans. 

Kung Pow: Enter the Fist may well 
go down in history as being the 
worst movie of all time (though the 
big money is on either Glitter or 
Crossroads). But one thing it can't 
be faulted for is lack of enthusi- 
asm. 

If the film can be said to be 
about anything, it's about how 
much director Steve Oedekerk 
loves movies. His is a love without 
discrimination, one which rec- 
ognizes and embraces both the 
strengths and the faults of film, 
with endless patience and forgive- 
ness for all of Hollywood's foibles 
and indiscretions. 

He is not alone. Film inspires 
fandom like no other art form, 
as any Trekkie will attest. For 
most, fandom entails purchasing 
the beloved movie and watching 
it as often as possible, maybe 
making movie-related purchases 
(posters, soundtracks, toys, what- 
ever is available), and associating 
oneself in some fashion with the 
film. Hardcore fans, like the infa- 
mous Trekkies, may attend con- 
ferences related to the film, go 
to absurd lengths when collecting 
memorabilia, or pattern their cloth- 
ing or personal philosophy upon a 
film. 

But for some, even this is not 
enough. 

It's a long-standing maxim that 
imitation is the sincerest form of 
flattery, and Oedekerk may well 
represent the hardest of the hard- 
core film fans. What sets Kung 
Pow apart from other films is the 
overwhelming sense of joy that 
exudes from every celluloid frame. 
In a more technical sense, what is 
interesting about the film is that 
most of its footage is lifted from 
Yu Wang's 1977 film Shao Lin hu 


ho chen tien hsia, better known in 
North America as either Tiger and 
Crane Fist or The Savage Killers. 

In an interesting example of 
fandom, Oedekerk erased the film’s 


soundtrack, re-edited the film 
(adding in a few original characters 
and scenes), superimposed him- 
self over the main character, and 
re-dubbed the voices of the char- 
acters himself. 

The result is a 92-minute one- 
joke film which, for all of its prob- 
lems, stands as a loving tribute to 
the “kung fu quest genre” which is 
the butt of its good-natured jokes.

Similar examples of fandom 
within Hollywood can be seen in 
the efforts of various actors to 
score certain roles, as in Elijah 
Wood's audition tape for the part 
of Frodo in Peter Jackson's rendi- 
tion of the Lord of the Rings trilogy, 
or the fierce battle for parts in the 
Star Wars prequels. 

Not being a member of the 
Hollywood elite hasn't stopped 
fans, though. The digital revolution 
has made technology affordable 
and accessible, and given tenacious 
fans the opportunity to express 
love for their favourite films in a 
more direct fashion. 

One of the more interesting 
subjects in Roger Nygard’s 1997 
documentary Trekkies is fan 
Gabriel Koerner, a then 44-year- 
old member of a Star Trek fan club 
that wrote and shot its own Star 
Trek movie. 

Koerner used his home computer 
to create the film's special effects 
sequences, considered on par with 


some Hollywood-produced films. 

Star Trek fandom is a multi- 
million dollar industry in and of 
itseli—its famous conferences 
organized not by Paramount 
Pictures but by enthusiasts. 

Talk of Star Trek leads to the 
other major movie franchise and 
fan breeding ground—the Star 
Wars series. While Star Trek fans 
may outdo Star Wars fans in dress 
and conduct (some of these people 
have learned the Klingon lan- 
guage), the latter are no less on the 
cutting edge of fandom. 

When George Lucas released 
Star Wars: Episode I - The Phantom 
Menace, it was a disappointment 
to many of the franchise's long- 
time fans, who groaned, grumbled, 
and aired their frustrations to one 
another over the Internet. 

However, where most saw fail- 
ure, one fan saw potential. Taking 
advantage of current technology, 
that anonymous fan (calling him- 
self the “Phantom Editor") re- 
edited Lucas’s film into a shorter 
version, cutting out 20 minutes of 
redundant action, dialogue, and Jar 
Jar Binks. 

When a leaner, meaner Episode 
I, entitled The Phantom Edit, began 
circulating on the Internet, it didn't 
take long for the reviews to roll in. 

Although many of the film's prob- 
lems couldn't be fixed, Phantom 
Edit seems truer to the spirit of the 
series. Snippets of Anakin dialogue 
and action have been eliminated 
for a more thoughtful, decisive pro- 
tagonist, and pointless scenes have 
been shortened or, when possible, 
excised (the underwater sequence 
on Naboo has been omitted in its 
entirety). The hateful Jar Jar Binks 
is almost likeable in the re-edit, 
reduced to a minor role by clever 
cutting. 

With this kind of precedent, it’s 
hard to imagine what might be 
next. Fans are by definition fanat- 
ics, and will stop at nothing when 
paying homage to their favourite 
films, even if that means mutilating 
them in order to justify their love. 
We are already familiar with direc- 
tor’s cuts—might we not become 
as familiar with critics’ cuts in the 
years to come? 

Perhaps Oedekerk and _ the 
Phantom Editor have a common 
message for Hollywood. 

Those motivated not by the love 
of film but by the love of money 
may soon find themselves sitting 
on the floor, a 14-year-old enthu- 
siast having stolen their director's 
chair. 

The digital revolution is well 
underway, and those who do not 
love their livelihood now run the 
risk of losing it.

Also included in the book is a 
chapter devoted to “Super Bowl 
Essentials,” recipes for the ultimate 
Super Bowl party. In the coaches 
section, Spencer also added inspi- 
rational Vince Lombardi quotes 
such as “If you aren't fired with 
enthusiasm, you'll be fired with 
enthusiasm.” 

So does she think that this type of 
handbook would work for guys, as 
in The Boyfriend’s Guide To Figure 
Skating? Spencer admits that girl- 
friends tend to be a bit more open- 
minded. “Guys don’t even like to 
ask directions; it’s some kind of 
testosterone thing, but I know lots 
of them are buying this book for the 
woman in their lives.

Lee Scratch Perry is mad and 
admits to this quite freely. He's 
not mad in the insane sense, but 
mad in the sense of a shaman in 
the tradition of William Blake. He 
uses elaborate production and a 
glossalic voice to synthesize the 
African spiritual movement in the 
Americas. 

This album starts with the natu- 


ral sounds of waterfalls and birds 
chirping but quickly breaks into 
heartbeat drums and back up sing- 
ers that sound like the Supremes. 
All of this is book-ended by Perry's 
chants and moans. 

Throughout this disc, the voice 
only moves into words to point 
out something vital, holy and mys- 
tical. Examples of this are the 
second track, “A Piscean Holy Man, 
Christian Holy Man,” or the Nation 
of Islam numerology on track four, 
or tracks nine and 16 which are 
prayers to “Jah.” 

This is not an easy album to 
listen to. The multi-channel pro- 
duction, the lack of any lead instru- 
ments, the chanting, the echos and 
electronic effects that manipulate 
vocals, the writhing brass and the 
obscure references are all discon- 
certing. It feels like being lead 
blind into a jungle populated by 
angels and serpents. But it’s a work 
of such singular genius that at the 
end of it you feel glad for this dis- 
orientation and the lessons it has 
taught you.

Decision of the Discipline Interpretation and Enforcement Board

Sharun et al vy. Chief Returning Officer 
Date: 27 February 2002

Facts: The Appellants individually sought approval for their campaign material 
(the “material”) from the CRO either before or after the material was printed. 
Some of this material did not bear the requisite “printer designation”, a 
printed mark identifying the printer of the material, as required by the 
Nomination Package which originated from the CRO’s office. 


The Appellants indicated that they had all, either through direct discussion with 
the CRO or, in his stead, a Deputy Returning Officer (DRO), been informed 
that the omission of the printer designation was not likely to result in any 
punitive action. The impugned materials were then designated as approved, 
either through official stamp or punch. The Appellants then distributed their 
material. 


Jen Wanke, VP Student Life filed complaints with the CRO on 26 February 
2002 alleging the materials to be in breach of the Nomination Package’s 
requirement that all materials bear the printer designation. The CRO’s 
complaint form, pursuant to statutory authority, requires the complainant’s 
name and student ID number be included. Instead of her student ID number, 
Ms. Wanke put her SU position on the sheet, indicating that she desired to keep 
her student ID number confidential. She did, however, provide a DRO, in 
confidence, with her student ID number. 


The CRO, upon receipt of the complaints, ruled on 26 February 2002 that the 
Appellants were in breach of the Nomination Package’s requirements and 
assessed each of the Appellants a $40 fine and required the Appellants to write 
the printer designation on all of their materials. 


Authorities cited: Students’ Union Bylaw 2100 s.118(a), s.124 and s.125; 
Bylaw 3500; DIE Board ruling dated 2 February 2001; Black’s Law 
Dictionary. 


Issues: Issue 1: Does the absence of Jen Wanke's student ID number from her 26 
February 2002 complaint render it invalid under Bylaw 2100 s.118(a)? 


Issue 2: Assuming the validity of the above complaint, is the ruling of the CRO, with 
respect to the $40 fine assessed to Appellants under Bylaw 2100 ss. 124 and 125, 
valid? s 


Decision: Issue 1: Ms. Wanke’s 26 February 2002 complaint to the CRO is a valid 
one. The case at hand is distinguished from the DIE Board decision of 2 February 
2001 on the facts: the 2001 case concerned student ID numbers and signatures on 
petitions. Student ID numbers are required to verify that a petition signature 
belongs to an actual student. 


Here, the student name and ID number is required only to assert that the named 
student is lodging a complaint. It is common ground and obvious that Ms. Wanke is 
a student and that she was the originator of the complaints. Ms. Wanke also 
provided her ID number to the DRO, and the DIE Board feels that in all likelihood, 
she will provide her ID number in subsequent complaints should the current one fail. 


The DIE Board reiterates its stance from 2 February 2001: “...issues of privacy and 
confidentiality are present in students’ minds and the provisions of the Bylaws and 
securing of signatures should reflect this reality.” 


Issue 2: Black’s Law Dictionary defines promissory estoppel as “the principle that a 
promise made without consideration may nonetheless be enforced to prevent 
injustice if the promisor should have reasonably expected the promisee to rely on 
the promise and if the promisee did actually rely on the promise to his or her 
detriment.” 


The DIE Board finds no clearer a case to the application of the principle of estoppel 
than the case at hand. The Appellants’ reliance on the CRO’s representation (in this 
case, equivalent to making a promise) gave the Appellants a legitimate expectation 
that no action would be taken against them regarding the validity of their materials. 
The DIE Board feels that the lack of printer designation on the impugned materials 
does not constitute an unfair advantage to the Appellants. 


Consequently, the DIE Board quashes the CRO’s 26 February 2002 ruling and 
overturns the $40 penalty and requirement that the printer designation be added to 
all materials lacking the same. 


All campaign materials produced after 27 February 2002, however, must comply 
strictly with the Nomination Package’s requirement that printer designation be 


included.
